territory. ‘The Governor is also in receipt of 


a dispatch from the War Department stating 
that his request for 1,000 stand of arms has 
been complied with, 

The Adjutant-General was notified this 
evening to have the militia of the State, num- 
bering about 5,000 men, in readiness to move 
at a moment’s notice. Ifthe situation looks 
serious tomorrow the militia will be sent and 


the Governor will proceed to the frontier to- 


morrow night. Telegrams are coming in 
rapidly tonight. 

There is no truth in the reportea raid on 
Bottineau. Goy. Burke stated this evening 


that, while he did not apprehend any uprising 


in that neighborhood, he could not neglect 
the appeals from the settlers for protection. 


The Indians have gathered from different 


points as if they had some object in view at 
that particular locality, and their runners are 
passing swiftly to and fro. Every Indian has 
a good rifle and plenty of ammunition. The 


dance is going on almost incessantly. The 


counties mostly affected are Bottineau, Town- 
er, and Rolette, but the scare extends as far 


south as Devil’s Lake. 


EXPECTS A BLOODY BATTLE, 


Baffalo Bill Predicts That the Redskins 
- ‘Will Make a Fight Today. 
Sr. Lovurs, Mo,, Jan. 10.—A staff corre- 


spondent of the Post-Dispatch at Rushville, 


Neb., telegraphs that paper as follows: 

The crisis has been reached. A general 
battle is looked for tomorrow. Parleying will 
be no longer continued by either side. The 
Indians said yesterday that Gen. Miles must 


prepare to fight or get off the reservation. 


Buffalo Bill is reported to have made the 


statement today that “the ball will open to- 


morrow.”’ 


Gen. Miles, it is said, has given them until 


tonight to surrender, or if they do not come 


in by that time he will close upon them. This 
is made necessary by the condition of his 
men. Those on thetorth have been pretty 


well worn out with camp-life in this bleak cli- 


mate and the cold ‘marches from one position 


to another. They cannot stand it much long- 


er and unless matters are brought to--an end 
at once the Indians will have no one to oppose 
them but worn-out and frozen-out soldiers 
who are unfit for duty, 

The position of the troops up to this morn- 
ing was the same as it has been for days past. 
But the situation is changing rapidly. 

Every line is drawing in. The militia is 
moving north, some going farther north than 
the agency. The regulars on this side, who 
were six to eight miles from the hostiles, are 
moving to within half the distance. The men 
are all getting in fighting trim. 

Members of Company C Nebraska militia 
were in this morning. The company is nine 
miles from Rosebud Agency. They report 
that last night they saw fire arise and signal 
lights, which were communications between 
Pine Ridge and Rosebud hostiles. 

Preparations are making for a battle and 
every one here anticipates the bloodiest battle 


that has ever been fought in this part of the 


country. 


The wives and families of the officers who 


are at Pine Ridge were sent East last night. 


It was a sorrowing parting for husbands and 


wives, for it may be the last one. 

The settlers have every confidence. in the 
troops in the field and in the commanders. 
The fact fhat such a desperate fight as the 
Wounded Khee affair occurred and was not 
immediately followed by a general war was 
taken as sufficient evidence of skillful manage- 
ment of Gen. Miles. 


The people here understand from good au- 
thority that the Government is determined to 


disarm the Indians, and, believing this, they 


ean predict no other possibility than a des- 


perate fight to extermination. They believe 
there was a conspiracy among the Indians to 
go onf the warpath in June next which was 
ripening when Sitting Bull was shot. His 
death forced the fight in advance. Big Foot, 
who was one of his lieutenants, endeavored to 
carry out the wily old Indian’s plans, but he 
could only control his own followers. 

It is believed that while a few of the Indians 
may not want war all will resist any endeavor 
to make them give up their arms. An Indian 
without a rifie is only half an Indian. It is 
not learned from official sources, but every 
one understands that the orders from Wasb- 


ington up to this time have been to disarm.

dorsed by His Colleagues—Four Million 
Dollars Will Be Enough—How the Com- 
mittee Stands. 

Wasuincton, D. C.; Jan 10.—[Special.)]— 
The information necessary to enable the House 
Committee on Publie Buildings and Grounds 
to act intelligently in regard to proposed 
erection of anew “Government Building in 
Chicago was furnished by the Chicago del- 
egation this morning. The Congressmen were 
on the spot early, but did not get a hearing until 
about 11 o’clock, some of the members of the 


localities - being given 8 
hearing first, Col. Taylor took the 


floor at the first opportunity and gave 


the ‘committee: a . practical, businesslike 
statement of the condition of the present 
building and its unsuitableness for the Govern- 
ment business on account of the lack of space, 
light, and air. He explained why it would 
not do to add to the building. even if the de- 
fective foundation was repaired, and claimed 
that the result would be a building altogether 
unworthy of the second city in the Union. 
Chairman Milliken appeared to have in mind 
two propositions—the building of annexes as 
proposed by the Lawler bill and the sale of 
the present build and. site for a big 
sum and the purchase of a cheaper ‘site and 
erection of a new buildmg thereon, the site 
and building to be paid for out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale. He inquired what the pres- 
ent site could besold for, and whether a new 
site could not be pu within a mile of 
the present one. Mr. Adams and Col. Taylor 
thought it would be difficult to get a new site 
in that vicinity’ except at high fig- 
ures. Taylor -said the present  loca- 
and would con- 
tinue to be the center of business for the 
next hundred years. After giving the exact 
dimensions of the lot and building and some 
other information he explained the cause of 
the unequal settling, the committee following 
him with the aid of the plans ‘laid on their 
table. 

Mr. Van Schaick of Wisconsin said he 
doubted whether it was possible to get a good 
foundation in that vicinity. Taylor and 
Adams controverted this opinion and named 
heavier buildings had sure foundations. 
Mr. Clunie of California wanted to know 
whether the Post-Dffice Building was safe. 
Mr. Adama said he would not dare say that it 
was, but later, when the question was pressed, 
Adams declared that in,his-opinion it was not 
safe. Lawler and Taylor held the same opin- 
ion, Lawler being positive in his state- 
ment and asserting that Supervising Archi- 
tect Windrim did not know what he was talk- 
ing about when he gaid the building was not 
in danger of tumbling down. The Chicago 
Representatives and Chicago people who were 
familiar with the conditions knew more 
about it than any outsider could. The tenor 
of Mr. Adams remarks on: this point was 
similar to that of Mr. Lawler, and at the in- 
stance of the committee he explained more 
fully the condition of the building and the 
character and causes of the settling. 

Four Millions Will Be Enough. 

Mr. Milliken asked how much money would 
be required fora new building. When Col. 
Taylor answered that Mr. Windrim $7,- 
000,000, members of the committee smiled and 
Mr. Lehlbach shook his head. “ But,’ said 
Mr. Taylor, “we dun’t need anything like 
as much as that. We want a build- 

that would cost not more than 
four millions, if built by contract, 
on the present site, covering the whole ground, 
without useless pillars or other needless orna- 
mentation, with plenty of light and air, and 
not more than four or five stories high. Mr. 
Windrim has estimated for six stories, but 
ample floor space could be obfained by having 
two stories less, and the building could be so 
constructed that other stories could be added 
in the future if necessary.”’ 

Mr. Clunie laughing!y remarked: “ You 
only want $4,000,000 now. If you wet that you 
can get the rest hereafter.”’ 

‘No, sir,”’ said Col, Taylor,,“ we don’t need 
any more, and are willing to have the cost 
limited to that sum.’’ Clunie is such an in- 
veterate joker, and his remarks applied so well 
to the history of so many public building 
schemes, it was hard to tell whether he spoke 
in a hostile spirit or not. He has been lib- 
eral in voting money for public build- 
ings throughout his term. Col. Taylor sub- 
mitted a statement of the cost of several 
Chicago buildings and of the proposed new 
Government building. The Anditorium cost 
86 cents a. cubic foot, the Rookery 30 cents a 
cubic foot, and the proposed. Government 
building, five stories high, built of stone, 
brick, and steel, would cost 30 cents a cubic 
foot, or a'total of $3,849,900. : 

This statement brought on a running dis- 
cussion agput materials, foundations, time re- 
quired to erect buildings, etc. 

 €an Get a Good Foundation, 


Mr. Adams, replying to observations of a 
committeeman about the character of the 
soil and difficulty of getting a solid founda- 
tion, said the Chicago people understood how 
to mak e good foundations and explained the 
method of using ‘steel bars set in concrete, 
upon which thirteen-story buildings have been 
e 

Mr. Lawler spoke of the bad sanitary con- 
dition of the present building’ from his per- 
sonal experiencé in it and of the manpn- 
ner in which the cost of the build. 
has been increased immensely 
by unnecessary delays, to put more pay in 
some people’s pockets. He thought Mr. Tay- 
lor had taken a practical and sensible view of 
the question now at issue. He would prefer 
to have a new builaing, and Chicago ought to 
have it, but if that cannot be obtained he 
would like to have the annexes built as pro- 
posed by his own bill. 

Chairman Milliken broke in with the ques- 
tion, ** Why not buy a new lot?’ Lawler said 
he favored that, but the delegation was di- 
vided, and if it were decided to do it probably 
Chicago would get nothing. At ‘any rate it 
would cause great delay. His colleague, Mr. 
Mason, and himself would want 4 site selected 
on the West Division, and Adams and Tay- 
lor would favor the South Division, so there 
would be a clash. 

In reply to Milliken Mr. Adams said a new 
site in a suitable locality near the present 
site could not be bought for $5,000 a foot. 
Then he proceeded to state his reasons for 
favoring the present locat.on, the principal

MR. BLAINE ASKS SPAIN 20 EXPLAIN. 


Satisfaction Demanded for the Treatment of 
American Missionaries. 

Wasuineton, D. @., Jan. 10,—Secretary 
Blaine has opened up a correspondence with 
the Spanish Government through the Minister 
resident here in regard to the alleged indig- 
nities ofered the American missionaries of the 
Island of Ponapi, m the Caroline group, by 
Spanish soldiers. The basis upon which cor- 
respondence is now going on is a demand by 
the American Board of Foreign Missions 
of the Methodist Church for reparation 
for indignities heaped upon their mis- 
sionaries and for property destroyed, Capt. 
Taylor of the Alliance, which has recently re- 
turned from the Caroline Islands in an official 
report to Secretary Tracy, confirms in all im- 
portant details the treatment alleged to have 
been imposed upon the missionaries. 
This report is now in the hands of 
Secretary Blaine, together with that of the 
missionaries, and armed with that he will see 
that the treaty stipulations between Spain and 
the United States in regard to the’ Caroline 
Islands which now seem to have been 
violated by Spanish soldiors, are 
observed in the future, and reparation made 
for the violation of the treaty if after explana- 
tion by the Spanish Government it is decided 
that it has been violated. The matter causes 
some feeling in both State and Davy Depart- 
ment circles.

To the po- 
lice Hendryx admitted his participation in 
the crime and signified his willingness to go 
back to Goshen without requisition papers. 

Last November Hendryx while in Goshen 
stopped with Joseph Hawkins, who lived alone 
with his wife. Hendryx ingratiated himself 
into the affections of Mrs. Hawkins and suc- 
ceeded in alienating her from her husband. 
Hawkins had an insurance policy of $5,000 on 
his life, and this money Hendryx intended to 
get possession of by murder if by no other 
means, and with the money once in his hands 
he and the woman would leave for parts un- 
known. 

The plan pursued by Hendryx was a novel 
as well as an atrocious one. In some manner 
he gained from Hawkins the fact that he 
could not swim, and invited Hawkins and his 
wife to a boat ride. When some distance 
from shore Hendryx, who was rowing, turned 
to the woman seated in the bow of the boat 
and said: 

“Which would you rather have—$2,000 in 
cash or the old man here?’’ 

Upon being informed that she would sooner 
have the money Hendryx then deliberately 
capsized the boat, and, being an expert swim- 
mer himself, righted the boat and saved the 
life of the woman, dragging her into the boat, 
where they both sat and watched the dying 
struggles of Hawkins; who was making inef- 
fectual attempts to reach some place of safety. 

When the body had finally disappeared be- 
neath the surface of the water they both 
rowed ashore and gave out the information 
that an accident had occurred, and that Haw- 
kins had lost his life. For awhile this was be- 
lieved, but the intimate relatives of Hendryx 
and the woman led the authorities to become 
suspicious, but before they began an investi- 
gation the man fled. The woman, however, 
was arrested and lodged in jail, where she 
made a confession. 

Hendryx was known to have come to Chi- 
cago, but his whereabouts remained a secret 
until last night, when Detectives Howard ana 
McNamara located him and placed him under 
arrest.

KNOWS BUT ONE FLAG. 


A Texas Congressman Works Himself Up 
on the Subject of Sectionalism. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 10.—In the House 
today Mr. Butterworth of Ohio, from the 
Committee on Appropriations, reported the 
Legislative Appropriation bill and it was 
placed on the calendar. 

The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole on the Army Appropriation bill. 
Mr. Cutcheon of Michigan, Chairman of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, explained that 
the bill was purely an appropriation measure 
and contained no general legislation what- 
ever. The amount carried was ,000 more 
than the appropriation for the current year. 

Mr. Lan of Texas; a member of the 
committee, congratulated the House that no 
partisanship had entered into the consulta- 
tions of the committee in formulating this 
measure. He proceeded to make a speech 
against sectionalism. The South, he said, 
knew no other flag than that which hung over 
the Speaker’s head, and it served no other 
country than this great Republic. Hesaid, in 
conclusion: “God speed the day when the 
North and South all shall meet as one to the 
glad welcome of their country’s call.”’ 

Mr. Kerr of lowa said that until the people 
of the’ South conceded to the colored men 
their constitutional] rights the people of the 
great North would be a unit on the funda- 
mental principle that a citizen should cast his 
vote and have it counted according to his will. 
He paid his respects to the State of Missouri as 
refusing to honor Union soldiers by electing 
them to,public offices... a! 

Mr. Tarsney of Missouri’ said that it was 
not true that a man could not be elected in 
Missouri 1f he had served in the: Union army,

FOR A NEW GYMNASIUM. 


TEN-STORY ATHLETIC CLUB BUILD- 


ING TO BE ERECTED. 


It Will Be on Michigan Avenue, Opposite the 
Armories, and Will Have All the Mod- 
ern Con veniences—There Will Bea Bi- 
eycle Track, Running Track, Baths, Res- 
taurant, Bowling Alleys, Shooting Gal- 
lery, Etc.—Gymnasium Alone Two Sto- 
ries High. 


A magnificent ten-story building, covering a 
lot measurmg 980x172 feet, will be com- 
menced early next month on Michigan avenue 
opposite the two armories and adjoining the 
Paris Gaieties. It will be the home of the 
Chicago Athletic Association. The plans have 
just been completed by Henry Lves Cobb and 
accepted by the directors, and contracts will 
be let within the next few weeks. It is hoped 
that the association will be able to occupy the 
building with the beginning of next year. 

The new building will contain the largest 
and best equipped athletic club-house in the

United States. The dimensions of the lot, the 
gymnasium, plunge bath, ball courts, etc., 
will be larger than those of the Boston or the

The initiation fee is 
payable in quarterly installments, which will 
be called in as the building progresses. The 
total cost of the buildimg and equipments 
will be over $500,000, 

Arrangement of the Building. 

The building will be of a substantial char- 
acter, with a front of yellowish brick and 
gray stone in Venetian style, with tall, dia- 
mond cut windows covering the fourth and 
fifth floors, which are thrown into one so as 
to give ample height to the gymnasium. 
The eighth story will have balconies large 
enougk to set tables and chairs upon for 
those who want to onty the fresh air and the 
prospect upon Lake Michigan. That floor is 
used for the dining-rooms, The ninth anJ 
tenth stories will have no windows, being 
lighted by skylights, as they are set apart for 
the ball courts. 

The basement contains elf t bowling alleys, 
reaching under the sidewalk, a shooting gal- 
lery running the whole depth of the building, 
a bicycle storage rooin with lockers and con- 
nected by an incline with the bicycle clubroom 
on the first floor, large storage and repair 
rooms, and the boilers and machinery. 

The first story is reachéd by a@ spacious ves- 
tibule in the center of the front, with the busi- 
ness office and reception d coat rooms on 
either side. A large hall\at the top of the 
steps opens into the lavatory, barbershop, and 
dressing-rooms, back of which are the Turk- 
ish and Russian baths, a swimming tank 
measuring 40x60 feet, anda lounging room. 
Another door leads from the hall to the bi- 
cycle clubroom, which has a separate entrance 
from the atreet to admit wheelmen and their 
machines, the object being to make it conven- 
ient for bicyclists to ride up to the door of the 
building, store their machines, put on their 
business suits, and leave their wheels there 
during the day. 

The second story consists of a large hall in

AMERICAN BUOK WRITERS 


ONLY A FEW OF THEM HAVE MET 
WITH MUCH SUCCESS. 


Up to the Present Time They Mave Mad 
Mard Werk te Earn « Living — Mr. 
Houghton, the Bosten Publisher, Talks 
on the Literature of the Past and Pres- 
ent—Washington to Mave a Directory 
After the Style of Burke's Peerage. 

Wasurvetox, D. C., Jan. 10.—[{Special. }— 

Mr. Houghton, the Boston publisher, is visit- 

ing Washington. In discussing the literature 

of the pastin this country Mr. Houghton 
clearly admitted that but few authors could 
make more than a baro subsistence in writi 

books. Book-writing is as much a profession 
by itself as anything else, but up to the pres- 
ent time it has been one of the poorest paid. 

The.incentives being meager, the best men have 

gone into other professions. It is the exception- 

al author who can make enough by his writing 
to pay the expense of the most moderate 
living. Occasionally there is produced an ex- 
ceptional book which fits inte an exceptional 
period, and the consequence is a great sale, 
realizing a handsome sum for its writer. But 
these occasions are rare. Mr. Bellamy’s book 

“Looking Backward” ed in a great 

measure its popularity to m4 particular time 

in which it was produced. There was a cur- 
rent sentiment throughout the country of 
uneasiness which gave the book its run. Over 

400,000 copies of this work have been sold, it 

is one of the largest sales of modern publica- 

tions. Yet the book is equaled and surpassed 
from a literary and artistic standpoint by 

many publications which have not reached a 

tenth of its sale. 

I asked Mr. Houghton if it was not true. 
that there was a prejudice in well-established 
ainst new and unknown 
writers. He said ‘that it was possible that 
there was some such prejudice, or, to put it 
differently, there was a natural preference for 
known writers. This was very easy to be ex- 
plained. It was the same feeling which makes 
people prefer to employ well-known people in 
other professions. The physician of experi- 
ence and the lawyer in wide practice are con- 
sidered more desirable to have in a case than 
young and unknown practitioners. Yet it was 
true that all the great men were at-one time 
unknown, and consequently publishers scru- 
tinized very carefully everything that came 
in to them from unknown sources. 


The Work of a Critic. 


Mr. Houghton said that he had with him a 
gentleman whom he called an expert, a high- 
class critic who could discern all of the faults 
of a book at the first examination. He has 
become so critical through long observation 
that few books meet with his entire approval. 
If the publisher were to follow out his recom- 
mendations strictly he would soon cease to 
publish any books. But at the same time his 
advice and critical judgment were so valuable 
in the direction of the publications that it was 
exceptional when any publication brought 
out by their house was severely reviewed by 
the newspapers. Yet even the best and most 
experien judgment errs often in an esti- 
mate of the possible popularity of a buok 
from the examination of the manuscript. One 
particular book, which it is not necessary to 
name, came to him in manuscript form, and ‘ 
it had three separate examinations by 
differerit people. The current of their judg- 
ment was against the book. But this rejected 
book was brought out by a New York house 
and some 60,000 copies were sold inthe first 
six months. One disadvantage in bringing 
out the work of a new writer is the need of 
making it known. However excellent the 
book, or however at may be its ulti- 
mate success the has to he educated to 
the fact that there is such a book. A work of

Many of the critics 
condemnedthis story from the point of artistic 
finish ana in its proportions as a story. But 
yet it came at a time when the public mind 
was inflamed with the topic treated and it con- 
tained so many touches of nature that it be- 
came one of the great selling books of its time 
and has since gone into all modern languages. 
It is an interesting fact that the sale of this 
book still continues to a most remarkable de- 
gree. Mr. Houghton says that he sells upon 
an average 30,000 copies a year. Several 
years ago he get out a special edition of this 
book of which he sold 60,000 copies. :

HOW SMOKE CAUSED AN ACCIDENT. 


A New Lesson Drawn from the Recent Fa- 
tality on the Burlington Road. 

“If the instructions of this department and 
the ordinances of the city had been obeyed 
that accident would not have happened. I 
think the Coroner ought to make an example 
of the officials of that road.”’ 

Such was the comment made by Inspector 
Young on the accident on the Burlington 
road by which Joseph G. French and George 
R. Stout.lost their lives. 

“Engineer Hoffman testified,” continued 
Mr. Young, ‘“‘ that he was blinded by a cloud 
of smoke from a passing engine, and that this 
was at least partially the cause of the acci- 
dent. Now, this department has been after 
the railroads for a year trying to get them to 

ut smoke-consumers on their engines. «The 
ocomotives are the worst violators of the 
smoke ordinance. Some roads are be- 
ginning to put in consumers and some 
ure making rapid progress. Butif an exam- 
ple was made of negligent officials or a par- 
simonious Board of Directors whose failure to 
comply with the laws of the city causes the 
death of passengers or employés, I think the 
effect would ‘be cre & If the Coroner does 
not take the matter in hand a hint to the heirs 
of the men who were the victiins of the acci- 
dent might have the desired effect.”’ 

This is a pointof view that has hitherto been 
neglected. The convenience of the citizens, 
the necessity of having a pure atmosphere, 
not for reasons of health alone but from bus- 
iness considerations as well, have been the 
objects of the enforcement of the law for the 
suppression of smdke. Considerations of the 
safety of the traveling public as well as of em- 
ployés of railroads will in the future enter into 
the work and may afford the Health Depart- 
ment a powerful lever in inducing railroads to 
comply with the law. A damage suit for $5,000 
is more persuasive than a suit for the recovery 
of a $50 fine. 

Some progress, however, is noted among the 
railroads in the direction of abating the 
smoke nuisance. The assistant mechanical 
engineer of the Grand Trunk, J. A. Slack of 
Detroit, called on Inspector Young yesterday 
to inform him that some of the engines of 
that road were equipped with smoke-consum- 
ers, and all the engines that entered the city 
would be provided with them as soon as pos- 
sible. As an earnest of their good intentions 
an order for anumber of Hutchinson water 
gas furnaces was placed yesterday. Similar 
orders for this burner were given by the 
Northwestern and the Pennsylvania roads. 
This burner appears to have the first call 
among the railroads in this city at present. — 

Even the Illinois Central, which has been 
the most refractory of the railroads, claims to 
be making efforts to abate the nuisance. H. 
Schlacke, Superintendent of. Machinery on 
that road, wrote to the Health Department 
promising to carry out instructions to the let- 
ter. He said he was taking extreme measures 
with violators of the smoke ordinance and 
was removing from service all engines with 
small fire boxes. He had given orders to lay 
up all switch engines and place smoke burne 
on them at once.. He premised not to stdp 
until the road was in such shape that-no one 
could find fault with it, if such a thing was 
possible, 

In its efforts to compel citizens to obey the 
smoke ordinance the Health Department tinds 
itself seriously handicapped by the negligence 
of the city authorities. If a man is ordered 
to stop his chimney from smoking he will 
— to the electric light plant or some school- 

ouse and say as long as the city itself does 
not carry out its own laws it should not 
be hard on private individuals. While the 
argument is not good in law it acts as a con- 
stant check upon the efforts of the Health 
Department. Two schools were complained 
of yesterday by citizens. All such complaints 
are sent at once to the Board of Education. 
A commuitee af the board took the matter un- 
der consideration some weeks ago, but no re- 
sults are yet visible. Experiments are being 
made, however, with the Lee smoke-burner, 
whose owners are just equipping a factory so 
asto meet the demand for their machine. 
This is the device which employs fans to suck 
the smoke from the smokestack and pump it 
it back into the furnaces, at the same time 
forcing in a supply of heated air. 


WALKING ACROSS THE CONTINENT. 


A Plucky Woman's Wager and How She Is 
Winning It.

cago produce markets were rather quiet, 
traders in all lines holding off while awaiting 
the Government report. Fluctuations were 
within narrow limits, As compared with the 
latest prices of Friday May wheat closed 
cent lower, corn unchanged, oats % cent 
lower, cash rye strong, barley firm, flax steady, 
pork 22 cents lower, lard 5 cents lower, and 
ribs 10 cents lower. The receipts of wheat for 
the week exceeded the shipments by 8,000 
bushels and the shipments of corn were 207,000 
bushels more than the receipts. The packing 
at Chicago since the close of October includes 
1,686,000 hogs, against 1,415,000 in 1890, 903,- 
000 in 1889, and 1,241,000 in 1888. 


GIVING UP A HOPELESS FIGHT. 

At the meeting of the World’s Fair Directors 
day before yesterday those members who 
have been the most persistent in their efforts 
to get for Exposition uses more or less land 
east of the Illinoi¢ Central right of way gave 
up the fight and declared that it was useless 
to make any further attempts in that direc- 
tion. : 

Thus ends a gallant struggle to do the im- 
possible. Six months ago, when it was pro» 
posed to go east of the tracks, Tue Trisune 
pointed out the difficulties in the way. It 
spoke of the pending lawsuit and of the con- 
flicting claims of railroad, City, State, and 
General Government. It pointed out that it 
was out of the question to expect that the 
railroad, the Council, the Legislature, the 
Michigan avenue property-owners, the War 
Department, and the directors could agree 
on anythmg, and that therefore time 
spent in negotiating was merely time 
thrown away. But some of the directors 
were sanguine, and they entered pluckily on 
the long struggle, which they say now it is use- 
less to continue. They have made sucha 
brave fight of it in their hopeless cause that 
one does not feel like scolding them. But 
there has certainly been much time wasted in 
trying to do what it should have been known 
could not be done. 

It being admitted now by all the directors 
that it is idle to talk of going east of the 
tracks, there is nothing in the way of taking 
immediate action regarding the work to be 
done west of them. Thére,on the ground 
now occupied by the Exposition Building, will 
stand the grand Art Hall, 800 feet in length. 
By setting it back 25 feet from the Michigan 
avenue building line a frontage will be se- 
cured on a115-foot-wide street. Eighty-foot 
streets will run on the north and south of it. 
On the east there will be sufficient space be- 
tween the building and the Illinois Central 


} tracks, and when those tracks are moved, as 


they will be some time, a broad boulevarl 
will take their place and furnish a more at- 
tractive prospect. 

Economy and common sense dictate that 
the great building which will be the chief 
drawing card of the Fair while it lasts should 
be divided into three parts. One of these, 
when the Exposition closes, will be used for 
an art museum and another as a home for the 
city’s books. The third, or domed central 
part of the structure, covering the ground 
which would be occupied by Adams street 
were it extended across the Lake-Front, 
should be so constructed that it can be con- 
verted into a grand public hall where 10,000 
citizens may meet and discuss public ques- 
tions. It will be the Faneuil Hall of Chicago. 
At present there is no such place in the city, 
while there is urgent need of one, where citi- 
zens may gather and where public sentiment 
may be formed. 

Economy @ctates the construction of such 
an Art Building, because its cost will be de- 
frayed from the city’s “‘ refund ’’—its share of 
the proceeds of the Fair. Instead of the ‘‘re- 
fund’’ bemg applied to the redemption of 
bonds it will be crystallized into a magnificent 
and useful edifice, which shall be an ornament 
to the city forever. 

The directors are all on firm ground now. 
None of them are swimming around in the 
outer harbor, trying to find some submerged 
lands on which to rest the soles of their feet. 
Therefore nothing stands in the way of har- 
monious and immediate action regarding the 
buildings to be put on the Lake-Front. It is 
midwinter now. In a little over two years 
the Fair will open, consequently no time 
should be lost in drawing plans and letting 
contracts. 


BIBLE READING IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The question of Bible reading in the public 
schools is kept persistently to the front, par- 
ticularly in the East, where the discussion now 
is raging. The general demand of those who 
desire it is that the Scriptures shall be read 
as part of the daily exercises, and they claim 
that if they are not read their children will be 
eut off from moral instruction. Hence the 
position they assume is that the reading of the 
Bible must be as much a part of the curricu- 
lum as the study of arithmetic or geography. 
In a word, religion must be taught. 

Whenever this question has been submitted 
to the courts their ruling has been adverse to 
it. The most important decision thus far de- 
livered is that of the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court, which held as foliows: 

(1) The reading of the Bible is instruction 
within the meaning of the law. (2) Since the 
Bible contains many purely doctrinal passages 
upon which the various sects base their peculiar 
views the indiscriminate reading thereof is sec- 
tarian instruction. (3) A piace where the Bible 
is read is a place of worship. Schools where this 
is the case are thus places of worship, and as, 
under the law, children are obliged to attend pub- 
lic or private schools, and taxpayers are taxed to 
erect and support putlic schools, the constitu- 
tional religious freedom of the citizen is invaded 
ny he is forced to support such places of wor- 

p. 

There is still another view of the question 

apart from the legal one. Assuming that the 


Bible should be read in the schools, what part 


of the Bible should be read, the Old or the 
New Testament, and what version of the Bible 
should be read? The Roman Catholics send 
thousands of children to the public schools. 
Most certainly they have the right to say that 
the King James version shall not be read to 
their children. The Protestants send thou- 
sands more. It cannot be expected that they 
will give consent to the reading of the Déuay 
version. The Jews send a multitude of chil- 
dren, and that multitude 1s increasing rapidly. 
They naturally would object to the New Tes- 
tament of either version. Liberal thinkers 
and agnostics send many children. They are 
taxpayers and contribute their share to the 
support of the schools. They do not want any 
Bible read, and their rights must be ‘taken 
into account. Hence, even if it should be de- 
cided to read the Bible in the schools, the 
authorities would find themselves on the horns 
of an ugly dilemma. There is still another 
view of this question. Does the reading of 
the Bible in the schools have any effect upon 
the pupils? Does it tend to make them any 
better behaved as children oor any 
better when they become men and 
women? To answer this question it is 
only necessary for any one to revert to the 
period of his school life when Bible reading 
was universal, and he will remember that it 
was so much a part of the routine, like the 
singing and the reciting, that it made no im- 
pression. After a little the pupil paid no at- 
tention to it and only appreciated the time as’ 
favorable for further communications and 
mischief, owing to the diversion of the teach- 
er’s attention. 

The sentiment of the majority of the people 
of this country unquestionably favors leaving 
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jority favor the teaching of morals in the pub- 
lic schools, however. The important ques- 
tions, then, are: How shall morals be taught, 
what are they, and how shall they be kept 
apart from religion? The answer to these 
questions ought not to be difficult. Ev- 
erything depends upon the manner in 
which it is taught and hence reverts 
to the individuality of the teacher. 
It is useless to employ the old, involved, dry, 
and philosophic text-books on moral science 
which once formed so conspicuous a feature 
of the college curriculum. Few even of the 
mature students understood or cared to under- 
stand them. How then could children be ex- 
pected to understand them? No text-books 
on philosophic systems are needed. The 
teacher must be the book, system, and per- 
sonal exemplar. If he be a wise and observant 
teacher he will find ample opportunities to 
scatter the moral seeds and methods so attrac- 
tive that the children will enjoy the process 
and profit by it. If by morals we mean kind- 
ness, politeness, which 1s one of the minor 
morals, justice, honor, manliness and woman- 
liness, honesty, duty, truthfulness, patriotism, 
courage, and the avoidance of cruelty to 
humankind and ahimals—and this is what 
morals as a part of school instruction should 
mean—it would not be a difficult task to teach 
them in season and out of season, by a word 
here and a word there, and by the force of 
example as well.. And to such a system of 
moral instruction in our schools Protestant, 
Catholic, Jew, and agnostic will take no ex- 
ception. In such a work all depends upon the 
teacher, 
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TONTINE BONDS. 

The tontine “investment ’’ scheme recently 
described in Tux ahaa seems to be still 
finding “ customers.” The hope of getting a 
great deal in return for a little, the balance to 
be contributed by somebody else, who will be 
to that extent a loser, is the bait with which 
victims are attracted to this and other traps 
set tocatch the unwary. It is the device of 
the man who runs a faro bank, the lottery 
dealer, the seller of “‘green goods,”’ the confi- 
dence operator, and the one who peddles out 
tontine bonds to all comers. Strange that 
there should be 1n the world a sufficient num- 
ber of silly fish to pay the knaves for the 
trouble and risk involved in catching them. 
But so it is. 

The swindling character of the tontine 
bend scheme ought to be apparent at first 
blush. fhe men who engineer the game make 
no pretense of using the money to make it 
earn more in the shape of interest or profit on 
business investment. They admit that 10 per 
cent of the receipts goes for expenses, besides 
75 per cent of the first payment in each case, 
and that only 70 per cent is used in taking up 
the bonds, the rest forming a “‘reserve.”’ It 
is easy to see that on the most favorable con- 
struction of the design there is a continuous 
decrease of one-tenth in the _ ability 
to pay, which renders a steady in- 
crease in the weekly supply of victims 
necessary to the permanence of the fund. 
So long as the paying layer is 11 per cent 
greater than the one that is being paid all will 
go on swimmingly, but evidently this cannot 
last forever, though the process should include 
the whole human race. The time soon comes 
when it is difficult to get fresh payments with 
the required rapidity. Then the number di- 
minishes further, and before long the alarm 
is raised that several scores or hundreds of 
**bondholders”’ have no show for the return 
of their money. Of course this is the oppor- 
tunity wanted by the proprietors of the scheme, 
the rules of which provide that a failure to 
pay installments promptly involves a self- 
confessed forfeiture of all previous contribu- 
tions. The thing is closed up and the 20 per 
cent reserve is lost to the defaulters. 

The first few who “ invest ’”’ receive the full 
amount named in the bond when they have 
paid but a small number of weekly or monthly 
installments. Then they have to pay no more 
unless they choose to go in again, They con- 
stitute a flock of decoy geese. It was so 
with the “‘ Fund W ” cheat. Big premiums for 
the use of the money were paid just so long as 
it suited the “ proprietors”? to do it. But 
when the outgo of confidence money began to 
approach in amount the income from fresh 
fools the thing collapsed, and every one who 
had money in the hands of the swindlers was 
left to whistle for it. 

The officers of the law ought to have arrested 
the Fund W fellows directly after the first 
publication of offers by them. They should 
similarly render it impossible for sharpers to 
set nete for the unwary cither as lottery de- 
vices, policy tickets, or tontine ‘“‘ bonds.” If 
the authority at present conferred by the stat- 
utes is not sufficient for the purpose a law 
should be passed by the Legislature this winter 
that would be sufficient to protect the big army 
of fools in our midst from the consequences 
of their own folly in supposing that any 
stranger will offer them something for noth- 
ing without having a pretty large ax of his 
own to grind in doing so. It is not feasible to 
provide personal guardians for the don- 
keys in the community, except when 
they step inside the limits of the jail or the 
lunatic asylum, but it is both possible and 
highly advisable to prevent the public adver- 
tising and conduct of devices for cheating the 
more gullible portions of the public whether 
in city or country. It is the duty of a Gov- 
ernment to do its best for the protection of 
the lives and property of its citizens, and the 
latter cannot be accomplished without the use 
of preventive measures equally stringent with 
those taken for guarding the bodies of the 
people against contagion, railroad accidents, 
and criminal assault. 

RAINBOW REFORMERS. 

Three high-salaried functionaries of the 
Municipal Government, a city contractor, two 
Aldermen, an ex-School Inspector who was the 
most extravagant member of a recklessly ex- 
travagant School Board, Mr. Washington Hes- 
ing, and Mr. Ferdinand Peck met Friday be- 
hind barred doors and drawn curtains to dis- 
cuss how more money could be squeezed out 
of the taxpayers. They did not consult the 
public. They did not discuss their schemes 
openly. Regardless of the people and the tax- 
payérs, and apparently of every opinion save 
that of a majority of themselves, they pro- 
ceeded to declare that the Constitution of IIli- 
nois ought to be wiped out and a new one be 
substituted for it. They decided that four of 
their number should determine how the rev- 
enue laws of the State might be amended at- 
oLce so as to provide more money for the Chi- 
cago Junior Tammany. 

ihe proceedings of the three tailors of 
Tooley street pale into insignificance com- 
pared to the proceedings of Chicago’s nine 
faddists and functionaries. The men of the 
goose were not serious. The humor of the sit- 
uation in Chicago is that six or seven of the 
nine appear to be serious. Mr. Cregier, Mr. 
Onahan, Mr. Fitzsimmons, et al. probably 


do not realize the humor of the situation. . 


They want more money and are desperately 
in earnest about getting it. Mr. Cregier, in- 
deed, is impatient at the methods proposed, as 
it will take time to put them in operation.

ter down the constitutional and legislative 
safeguards set up by wise men against the tax- 
eating banditti, The “sinews of war”+ 
which may be broadly interpreted as the po- 
litical spoils and. campaign fund—are needed 
at once. The deliberation of constitutional 
methods will not do for the Mayor and his 
fellow functionaries. They want much and 
they want it now, 

The proposal to subvert the Constitution 
and break down the limitations on taxation 
ought to be promptly and effectively opposed 
by every honest taxpayer. Both are sug- 
gested in the interest of the tax-eaters. There 
is no public necessity for either. The Consti- 
tution is a good one, and one of its best feat- 
ures is that which the functionaries, and fad- 
dists seek to eliminate. If the Constitution is 
defective in some respects the defects can be 
remedied by amendment.. By economy in 
city affairs, which can be secured through the 
dismissal of Cregier, Onahan, Hutchinson, 
Fitzsimmons, et al. from the public service 
next April, enough money can be saved under 
the present Constitution and laws to complete 
every desirable improvement preliminary to 
the World’s Fair. 
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MR. WATTERSON MISSTATING HISTORY. 

While in the city last week Henry Watter- 
son was interviewed by a reporter, and said 
among other things: 


The country is entirely out of sympathy with 
such leaders as Hoar and e and Reed and 
Ingalls. They and their ideas are obsolete. Hoar 
has nursed a wound all his life. His father, 
while a school-teacher in South Carolina, was 
arrested and imprisoned for distributing aboli- 
tion documents, and this has never been forgotten 
by Hoar, who is an acrid man at best. 


It is a little surprising that Mr. Watterson, 
who has shown often that he is pretty well in- 
formed regarding the history of this country, 
should make such an incorrect statement re- 
garding the expulsion of Samuel Hoar from 
South Carolina. It was one of the most dis- 
reputable performances of that disreputable 
State. 

In 1843 South Carolina passed a law pro- 
viding that colored men, even though free, 
who were seamen on vessels entering Charles- 
ton Harbor should -be stuck in jail 
and be kept there till the vessel sailed. 
If a’ Captain failed to pay the fees 
demanded for the  safe-keeping of 
a colored seaman, the latter was sold as a 
slave to pay those fees. As several colored 
citizens of Massachusetts had been thrown 
into jail the Legislature of that State deter- 
mined to test the constitutionality of this 
rascally law, and therefore chose Samuel Hoar 
as the agent of the State to go to Charleston 
and begin proceedings in the United States 
courts to see whether the citizens of one State 
could be treated by the authorities of another 
as Massachusetts men had been by South 
Carolina officials. 

There was nothing offensive in the selection 
of Mr. Hoar. He had been a leading lawyer 
for nearly thirty years. He had served in both 
branches of the State Legislature ana had 
been the colleague in Congress of John Quincy 
Adams, Caleb Cushing, and George N. 
Briggs. He was not an abolitionist, but a 
moderate Whig. At a later day, however, 
when that party began showing its cowardice 
on the slavery question, he became one of the 
‘** Conscience Whigs,” as they were called, and 
with such men as Charles Francis Adams, 
Sumner, and Wilson supported the Free Soil 
ticket in 1848, 

Mr. Hoar reached Charleston with his 
daughter in November, 1844. No sooner did 
the South Carolina Legislature learn of his ar- 
rival than a resolution was passed directing 
the Governor to expel him from the State. 
He was waited on at his hotel by the authori- 
ties and “leading citizens’ of Charleston and 
escorted to asteamer, Had it not been for 
the presence of his daughter the hooting and 
jeering crowd, which also accompanied him 
to the steamer, would have mobbed him. 

This was the treatment accorded to a man 
of irreproachable character, of dignified and 
courtly presence, and who was, to boot, the 
representative of a “sovereign State.” His 
sole offense was that he intended to exercisd 
the constitutional right of bringing a suit in 
the United States Court at Charleston. This 
was but one of the performances of the citi- 
zens of that delectable town. Is it any won- 
der that there was no sympathy felt for that 
place at the North when Federal shot and 
shell began to rain down upon it? 

If Mr. Watterson will reread the story of 
this Hoar episode he will admit that it was 
one of the most bullying and cowardly of the 
many outrages perpetrated by Southern slave- 
owners on unprotected N orthern 1 men. 
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THE MACQUEARY HERESY TRIAL, 

The trial of the Rev. Howard MacQueary of 
Canton, O., for heresy in the ecclesiastical 
court of the Episcopal Church at Cleveland 
bids fair to be one of the most notable of its 
kind in the history of that denomination. The 
presentment made against him shows he dis- 
believes so much that it is hard to tell what 
doctrines of his church he retains, The prin- 
cipal evidence against him is his book, “ The 
Evolution of Man and Christianity,’’ and nu- 
merous addresses and articles sustaining the 
position he takes in this work. Summed up 
they are’as follows: (1) He advocates the Dar- 
winian theory of the evolution of man and at- 
tributes the Book of Genesis to the Chaldean 
sages. (2) He believes the miracles to be 
either inventions and allegories or extraordi- 
nary manifestations of ordinary occurrences. 
(3) He refuses to accept the tisual literal 
meaning of the immaculate birth of the 
Savior as improbable and unsustained by 
facts, natural or historical. (4) He looks upon 
the atonement asa relic of barbarism. (5) He 
disbelieves in the Trinity and regards it as a 
doctrine created by the theologians. (6) He 
disbelieves in the resurection of the body. 
(7) He holds Christianity to be the natural de- 
velopment “of human character, and hence 
not worthy of more respect than other forms 
of religion in other parts of the world. 

These views are set forth in his work, de- 
scribed above, which, as will be noticed, fol- 
lows closely on the lines laid down by Herbert 
Spencer. It has been denounced by his 


\Bishops as undoctrinal and heretical, and the 


hurch papers have taken the. same position 
with regard to it. When it was proposed by 
some of his friends that he should expound 
his views to the recent church congress 
Bishop Potter of New York strongly objected, 
and the lecture was not delivered. His own 
Bishop finally admonished him either to re- 
tract his opinions or resign from the ministry, 
and as he persisted in remaining recalcitrant 
he was presented to the Standing Committee 
for trial. His general position is stated thus 
in his own speech of defense: | 

The doctrine of this church is that the Bible is 
her rule of faith and practice, and that each indi- 
vidual must vest and interpret the creed and arti- 
cles by Holy Scripture, not Holy Scripture by the 
ereed and articles. This private interpretation 
of the Scriptures must be done primarily by indi- 
viduals who might ultimately avail themselves of 
conventions to bring their imterpretation into 
general use in the church, but an individual is no 
more debarred from exercising his private judg- 
ment by the formulas of this church and suggest- 
ing alterations in their substance or interpreta- 


Constitution of the United Pao unless, indeed, 
the clergyman can furnish no Scriptural room 
tyor his suggestions. . . Il accept the a 
thority of the Scriptures and merely reject their 
verbal imputation aad infallibility. 
Undoubtedly there are many laymen and 


or in publications. It is only another illustra- 
tion of the frequent collisions in these days 
between modern thought and old theology, 
precursor, perhaps, of the time coming when 
the authority of the church and the reason of 
the individual will come into stern conflict. 
At the same time it is difficult to see how a 
minister holding Mr. MacQueary’s views can 
continue preaching in an Episcopolian pulpit, 
if he proposes to teach those views, for they 
unmistakably are in conflict with the doctrines 
of the church. It is difficult to see also how 
the court can do otherwise than to depose him 
from the miuistry, and apparently this is what 
he is courting. At the same time the decision 
of the court may be of interest as defining 
how far personal interpretation of doctrines 
may be carried with safety. 


SINKING THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL TRACKS. 
{ The proposition that the Illinois Central 
tracks between Twenty-secdnd and Adams 
streets be depressed, so that the lake view may 
be unobstructed and thatthere may be free and 
safe access to the water’s edge all along the 
Lake-Front Park, is' an admirable one, and 
should be carried out irrespective of whatever 
bearing it may have on the World’s Fair. 

As outlined in Taz Trrisunz, the plan 
is to give the road a right of way east of 
but immediately adjacent to its present one. 
‘There it is to build for its tracks a tunnel 100 
or more feet wide, the top to be on a level 
with the surface of Michigan avenue, so that 
if deemed desirable a broad park boulevard 
may be laid out immediately above the tun- 
nel. The latter is to be thoroughly ven- 
tilated and brilliantly lighted by electricity. 
On, the west side there may be as many pas- 
senger stations as are needed, As the grounds 
which are used by the railroad for freight 
purposes are seven feet below the level of 
Michigan avenue it will be seen thaf a very 
gentle grade, beginning not far south of the 
grounds, will carry the freight-trains to the 
present freight depots. The passenger-trains 
will find no difficulty in dealing with a sharper 
grade, 

The proposed tunnel would not be as long 
asthe underground approach to the Grand 
Central Depot in New York, and there would 
be no special engineering difficulties attend- 
ing its construction. But the estimates which 
have been made that the work could be done 
within a year are too sanguine. It is too big 
a job for that. A more reasonable statement 
would be that if the work were begun in good 
season and were pushed vigorously—perhaps 
by night as well as by day during 1892—the 
tunnel could be completed and the tracks 
shifted to it by June or July, 1898. Therefore 
it would be impossible to put up World’s Fair 
buildings on the present right of way, for it 
could not be vacated in time. But during all 
except the first month or two of the Exposition 
the Lake-Front would be freed from every 
visible sign of railroad occupancy and the Art 
Building would be as accessible from the east 
as from the west. And for all time to come 
this long stretch of water frontage would be 
freed from those smoking engines and ewift- 
moving trains which have made it so un- 
sightly and unsafe, 

It is true that this tunnel, even though not 
built in a hurry, will cost the railroad com- 
pany a pretty penny, but the submerged land 
north of Monroe street which it is proposed to 
allow the company. to fill and use will be 
worth to it at least twice the cost of making 
the change. It will therefore be an economic 
step on the part of the Illinois Central, and 
will at the same time put an end to the con- 
stant friction between that road and the Mich- 
igan avenue property-owners, Hence the ar- 
rangement should be made as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Gen. Surru of the Cook County Board has 
from time totime recommended many desira- 
ble improvements in the various county 
buildings to the consideration of the body 
over which he presides. The board has in a 
general way approved the recommendations, 
The public through the press has indorsed 
them. The difficulty in the way is lack of 
money. Only $225,000, Gen. Lieb says, can 
be saved for building and repair purposes out 
of the money at the disposal of the board this 
year. The improvements recommended by 
Gen. Smith—the addition of two stories to the 
Court-House, the reconstruction of the lower 
stories, the proper ventilation of the jail, the 
erection of a new detention hospital and ofa 
new morgue, the erection of additional cot- 
tages on the insane asylum grounds, etc.— 
would cost $1,000,000. It would take nearly 
half that amount to make a beginning with 
this year. Economy, the proper use of all 
the public funds at the disposal of the County 
Board, the collection of all moneys due to the 
county, are necessary preliminaries and con- 
ditions of any such work as has been advised. 
The hearty codperation of all the employés of 
the County Boardis also a necessity. Now, 
how does the chief law officer of the county 
act with those facts before him? Instead of 
acting in an economical spirit, or of entering 
on the performance of his duty with the zeal 
and spirit which should characterize 
a good officer, he dawdles in his pri- 
vate office. He has hardly yet entered 
on his duties at his public office, thotgh ap- 
pointed a month ago. Before he hasdone 
five dollars’ worth of work for the county he 
has demanded assistance which will cost more 
than his salary. The only indication of zeal 
he has manifested is in the direction of an ad- 
dition to the county burdens. He wants his 
political friend quartered on the county at 
$8,500 expense. He wants his clerk to get 
$1,500. He will probably find excuses for 
quartering other assistants on the taxpayers. 
He has yet failed to bring suit or to take such 
other measures as may be necessary to com- 
pel the County Treasurer to pay the interest 
on the public funds into the Public Treasury, 
He is the man who has posed as a “reform- 
er,” who was elected as a “ reformer,” but 
under whose incapacity the reformers of the 
County Board seek shelter from the censure 
of having utterly failed in their duty thus far. 
An energetic attorney could by a proper appli- 
catiof of the law secure from $75,000 to $100,- 
000 this year for the use of the county. He 
could at the same time save it $25,000 more. 
Mr. Ewing’s idea of his duty is to draw his 
salary and to obtain salaries for his friends at 
the cost of the taxpayers.

Kansas Crry, Mo., Jan. 9.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—There have been haunted houses, 
spirit-frequented churches, graveyards where 
goblins strolled about, and even phantom po- 
licemen, but this city is the first to have a 
haunted police station. It is Station No. 1, at 
present the headquarters of the department. 
It stands at the southwest corner of Fourth 
and Delaware streets, just one square west 
from where the old red-brick house in 
which for thirty-five years the court of munici- 
pal justice held sway and where the new city- 
hall is now being erected.

Horseshoes Made of Paper. 

The need of a more or less elastic horseshoe has 
led to many trials and experiments, which, not 
resulting in anything satisfactory, has kept the 
farrier’s art in the same old rut of olden days. A 
new horseshoe has been made in Germany, and it 
is constructed of parchment paper or a paper pre- 
pared by a saturation of oil, turpentine, etc., and 
irapenetrable to dampness or moisture. Thin lay- 
ers of such paper are glued together until the de- 
sired thickness necessary for the horseshoe is at- 
tained by an agglutinant, which is indifferent to 
the action of moisture, and which will not get 
brittle when dry (especially casein gum, chrome 
gelatine, copper chromate, ammonia, or a mix- 
ture of Venetian tu entine), The leaves of such 

repared - rcan be cut to the desired 

orm, an les for nailing ,on the paper be 
stamped throngb, and the leaves glued together, 
one on top of another. Then the shoe has to un- 
dergo a very strong pressure, perhaps by a hy- 
draulic ong is dried, and lastly rasped and 
planed. e holes can be bored in by boring ma- 
chines similar to those used for brushes, instead 
of being stam out. The fastening of these 
shoes can be done by nailing through the holes 
bored or stamped, as above described, or by glu- 

ing with bitumen, caoutchouc, or a mixture of 
‘gum ammonia, emulsion, one part; gutta percha, 
two parts. The fact of its getting rough makes 
the paper horseshoe a great advantage in prevent- 
ing the slipping of the horseon smooth and slip- 
pery places.— Age of Steel.

RARE SCENES WITNESSED IN A CUR-

New Review: More than two tons of ether 
are carried away every. year on the railways in 
one district of the North of Ireland. The 
headquarters of ether drinking is Drapers- 
town. A population of 100,000 persons is 
more or less etheromaniac. On market and 
fair days, wherever there is a crowd, the at- 
mosphere reeks with fumes of ether.

Bluff and How It Appears. 

Boston Transcript: From Buzzard’s Bay 
station, turning sharp north around the town-

The last-named song has a strongly 
accented rhythmic swing, which, in connec- 
tion with Fred Solomon’s highly expressive 
way of singing it, never fails to secure a well- 
deserved encore. A clever point is made in 
the treatment of the melody of ‘* Wilt Thou 
My True Love Be?’’ in the second act, where 
Rubygold endeavors to recall it to his mem- 
ory and branches off into well-known airs 
from “‘ Trovatore ” ** Rigolette,”’ and other op- 
eras. Miss Darville’s representation of a capri- 
cious and utterly unreasonable prima denna 
was scarcely overdrawn—though to the credit 
of the profession be it said that by no means 
all prime donne are as absurdedly exacting 
as those of the type she was called upon to 
represent.

People Who Never Go to the Box-Office, 

“Yon bave no idea,” said a down-town map 
“how many theater-goers never go near a box- 
office to buy tickets. There was a time when 
every man bought his own ticket. But of late 
years press of business‘ has broken up the long 
line which used to stretch from the window of the 
ticket-selier clear across the street. Now there 
are men who furnish tickets to the best paying 
theater-goers of the city. I know one man who 
has an office down-town who sells between $300 
and $500 worth of tickets every day, and when 
there is an opera season or an extra attraction his 
receipts are larger. Of course he has the sanction 
of the leading houses, which furnish him so many 
seats a day. He knows his customers 
and they are people who want the 
best there is inthe house. He makes 
selections himself, and his patrons never com- 
plain. He knows the coming attractions, of 
course, in advance of the average goer, d no- 
tifies his patrons of the dates of the same, ‘asking 
how many tickets will be wanted, and for what 
nights. When he receives answers, if they are fa- 
vorable, he selects the seats and sends the tickets 
by mail, The transaction is strictly commercial. 
At the end of thirty days he sends. his bill for 
tickets furnished and gets his remittances prompt- 
ly. The people who patronize him pay more for 
their seats than they would at the box-office, bu* 
they are willing to pay extra for the comfort of 
being served. This extra is the compensation of 
tlie broker. It has become a thriving ‘business 
with him.”

Sunday says that he remembers the Northrup 
press which was mentioned in that article. He 
used to see it in operation before steam power 
was applied toit. The propellers at that time 
were two burly Irishmen and two giant negroes. 
One of the sons of Erin would feed titepress while 
a Senegambian would labor at the crank which 
revolved the cylinder. When they broke down 
the other son of Erin and Senegambian 
relieved them. “It was a sight to see 
that labor,” said the old settler. ‘Times 
have changed a good deal, haven't they? 
How many men would it require to run off the 
edition of THE TRIBUNE now, provided there was 
no other propelling power?” 


The Two Homeliest Men in the United States. 
A. H. Silvester sends to the Highway and Byway 
Department this story, for which he vouches: 
“Thirty-five years ago, while standing with a 
friend from Tennessee in the rotunda of the 
Revere House, Boston, on the approach of a 
stranger my friend turned to him, extended his 
hand (which was earmestly grasped), and ex- 
claimed: ‘Thank God, I am released.’ *What do 
you mean?’ said the stranger. ‘I mean,’ said my 
friend (presenting a jack-knife), ‘that I have 
been carrying this knife seven years and have 
never before had an opportunity of disposing of 
it.’ *How is that?’ said the stranger. My friend 
then stated that seven years before he was ap- 
proached in a similar manner by a man who pre- 
sented him the knife, saying thatit was his by 
right, for he was the homeliest man he had met 
since he carried it, and that he was com- 
pelled to carry it until he met a man 
who was homelier than himself. He had carried 
it for years and never complained, but that he 
would have to callhim down. My friend was so 
excited that he did not realize that quite a crowd 
had gathered and some remarks of a critical 
character as to which of the two was really the 
homeliest did not reach their ears. The inter- 
view resulted in retirement. for refreshment and 
concluded in an attempt to conduct each other 
to their rooms. Those two men, the homeliest in 
the United States, are now about 60 years of age 
and are the firmest friends today. I have some- 
times thought my friend regrets that he ever gave 
the stranger the knife, for to be honest he is today 
by far the homelier of the two, but the stranger 
holds the knife and, as I beiieve, for the sole rea- 
son that heis afraid their friendship would be 
broken by a return thereof. Some of the stranger’s 


friends say that the real reason of his unwilling- 


ness to part with it is that he carried it with him 
on the field of battle during the Rebellion and it 
stopped a bullet.” 


Funeral Cranks. 

It is not often that funeral services are held ina 
public hall in this city. When there is such an

his countrymen. This work seems to be more in the 
style of painters who lived 150 or 200 years before 
Louis de Vargas, who was born in Seville in 1502, 
and painted admirable portraits. Parts of his 
pictures are said to recall the work of Raphael. 
Nevertheless, it is interesting and has merit. 3 
It is entitled, ** St. Anne Ministering to Mary. 
The Virgin is sitting upright ina bed in the 
center of the room surrounded by five women, 
who are all ministering to her in some way. One 
on the right, which seems to be St. Anne from 
her prominence in the composition, for the ab- 
sence of an aureole makes it difficult to distin- 
guish which is the saint, is holding an ewer from 
which she has been pouring water into a basin 
held by a woman on the opposite side of the bed 
for the virgin to wash her hands. At the foot of 
the bed a third woman is holding a bowt contain- 
ing food, and in the left foreground is seated a 
woman holding the divine infant on her knees, 
while another is crouching over a brazier warm- 
ing clothes in which to wrap him. In the back- 
ground on tho right is Joseph with a concerned 
look on his face and apparently very much in the 


way. 

This picture tells in its naive, straightforward 
way that a birth has taken place and that the 
mother is convalescent. The golden glories about 
the head of the child and his parents show that 
it is the Holy Family which is represented, but it 
would not be equally as interesting if it were an- 
other. All the Madonnas, with the infant Jesus, 
which have been painted by the masters of all 
ages, have never been more than a mother and 
her son, and it will always be an admirable sub- 
ject. ‘ 

Next, there is a picture by an unknown artist 
in the Gothic style of the fourteenth century rep- 
resenting ‘St. Anthony Healing the Lepers.” 
The scene seems to be laid at the gates of a city— 
probably Padua. The saint is touching 
one of a group of loathsome lepers, 
who are in a depression in the street, 
with his two fingers, while behind them are 
a number of citizens who are observing the act, 
some with astonishment and others with com- 
placency or admiration. The background which 
is a setting for this scene is severe indeed, being 
principally composed of the battlemented walls 
of the town, and is relieved only by a turret, a 
dome, and one dark poplar silhouetted @gainst 
the sky. 

“The Death of St. Joseph,” by Sebastian Ricci, 
a Venetian of the seventeenth century, represents 
the figure of St. Joseph on a couch between the 
Virgin and Christ, towards whom his head is 
turned, while above him float four cherubim. 

Two paintings of still life, by an unknown art- 


- ist, in the manner of Snyder or F yt, are worthy of 


note. Each contains a figure. One represents 
two large herons and other fowl arranged against 
the background of a mountainous landscape, 
while to the right is a hunter with a gun over his 
shoulder. The other shows a stooping negro 
holding a boar’s head, while strewn about him is 
a confusion of wild fow] and small game. 

There.are, besides these, a ‘Christ Disputing 
with the Doctors,” a * Hagar and Ishmael,” two 
figures of saints, *‘St. Thomas”’ and “ St. Gonen- 
zo,” a “ Decapitation of St. Jacob the Younger,”’ 
by an unknown German artist, two bituminous 
canvases representing an old woman counting 
her money, and an old man with his hand resting 
upon a skull, and an old Neuremburg print from 
a copper plate, representing the conversion of St. 
Matthew, which has been colored with oil paint.

A writer inthe “ Point of View ’’ in the Janu- 
ary Scribner in speaking of artists as critics, says 
that “artists are interested in and concentrated 
upon, not art, but life and nature,” and because 
they are preoccupied in seeing things from their 
own point of view they are consequently incapa- 
ble of judging of the art of other artists, and 
suggests that artists leave criticism a little more 
to the critics. Critics areas likelyto have a 
“point of view”: as artists. Albert Wolf, the 
critic of the Paris Figaro, for example, sees art 
in much the same way in which Bastien Lapage 
saw nature. 

It certainly seems reasonable to suppose that 
the broader the point of view and the greater the 
knowledge of the subject in hand, the more just 
the criticism; and artists with their fundamental 
knowledge of art, if endowed with a power of ex- 
pressing their ideas in words, ought to be better 
ablé to judge a work of art than acritic who is 
not an artist. Yet there are critics who contend 
that this knowledge is 6ven detrimental to good 
criticism, and evidently find support to their 
theory in the force of inertia of their own ig- 
nourance of art, . 

As an example, Mr. John Root, who 1s appointed 
Supervising Architect of the World’s Fair build- 
ings with power to pass npon the plans of various 
other architects, isan emminent architect him- 
self, and well able to control and criticise their 
work. But, according to these critics, a literary 
man might do as well. 

Coquelin, Salvini, and Irving. although actors, 
have written excellent critiques upon acting from 
various points of view. Johnson has given us an 
able criticism of Shakspeare, and Edgar Allan Poe 
was at the same time the greatest poet and the 
greatest literary critic this country has known. 

- 
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John Lewis Brown, the distinguished 
French Impressionist, and whose hunting and 
equestrian scenes are well known 1n this country, 
died recently in Paris. He was born in Bordeaux 
in 1829, and is said to have‘had practically no in- 
struction excepting the old masters in the French 
National Gallery. In 1852 he was sent by the Min- 
istry to Copenhagen to copy Rembrandt’s “ Dis- 
ciples at Emmaus,” this copy now being in Tours. 
Two of his works have lately been added to the 
Luxembourg, ** Halte de Cavaliers’ and * Before 
the Start.” Another loss to French art is that 
caused by the death of Louis-Eugéne Carpentier, 
painter of portraits, military and genre subjects, 
born in Paris in 1811, and pupil of his father, 
Gérard, and Léon Cogniet. Charles Verlat, the 
Belgian animal painter and director of the Acad- 
emy at Antwerp, is also dead. He was borninthe 
latter city in 1824, and studied in the academy 
and under M. de Keyser. He was a frequent 
contributor to the Paris Salon, and was also dis- 
tinguished as a painter of portraits and genre. 


The Century for this month contains an in- 
teresting though extremely laudatory account of 
Kenyon Cox, by his friend William A. Coffin, il- 
lustrated by reproduction of Cox's portraits of St. 
Gandens. and Will Low and his “ Flying 
Clonds,” a landscapé. In summing up, Mr. 
Coffin says of his brother artist. that he is alert, 
keen, and responsive, and finds an interest in 
many things outside of his art; a writer of cor- 
rectand vigorous English, and a: regular con- 
tributor to some of our best periodicals and jour- 
nals; a member of the Society of American Art- 
ists, and of ite Board of Oontrol, Secretary of the 
National Free Art League, one of the ablest in- 
structors in the Art Students’ League, a busy il- 
lustrator, and an artist who works in his studio 
with the ardor of an enthusiast; there is no more 
original figure in the world of art of New York 
than Kenyon Cox. 


The latest issue of L’ Art contains articiés on 
the “Salon Critics of 100 Years,” from Diderot 
down, and upon the * Masée Guimet,” or museum 
of religions, which was presented to the city of 
Paris about two yearsago. This collection is of 
gods, idols, and fetiches, similar to the Gunning 
collection in the Art Institute, and far more ex- 
tensive. The Paris Figaro facetiously observed 
that the presentation of it to the city was due not 
so much to the influence of blue in the arts as 
blue in the washing, M. Guimet having made a 
fortune in the manufacture of blueing. He was 
also the inventor of the pigment called * Outre- 
mer Guimet,”’ well known to artists and which re- 
places so well the ultramarine made from the 
precious lapis lazuli. 

Mr. Dennis Bunker, whose charming por- 
trait of a young lady in the Art Institute Exhibi- 
tion of last fall will be well remembered, died last 
Sunday in Boston of heart failure at the age of 28. 
Mr. Bunker was but recently married to Miss 
Hardy of Boston, a niece of Prof. A. S. Hardy, the 
novelist, and had gone from New York to Boston 
to pass the holidays when he was seized by the 
illness which resulted in his death. 


At Thurber’s is a smallcattle piece by Craig 
which is pleasing in tone. There is also a small 
picture by Baron von Sederstrém, the so-called 
Meissonier of Munich. It shows a monk in the act 
of tasting some wine. There are also some very 
good etchings by Dake and Jules Jaquet which 
have been recently received.
